Commission wants 
joint session 
with City Council

Members of Lompoc’s Water Commission, last night, charged the 
City Council snubbed a commission recommendation on water rates 
and want a joint session to discuss the matter 
The issue topped the agenda of a special meeting called only a day 
previously by commission chairman Virgil Phelps 
Phelps said months of work by the commission s three-man water 
rate study committee had gone for naught He said the City Council 
had not given due consideration to the commission 
At a meeting on Jan. 18. the Council approved an across the board 
water rate hike of 20 per cent The council had before it at that time 
the 20 per cent 
recommendation by Gene Wählers, citv adminis­ 
trator; a 55 per cent recommendation by Ken Dawson, public works 
director and the Commission's recommendation that specified no 
general increase, but called for additional monies to be raised by 
cutting in half the amount of free water allowable under the minimum 
rate schedule 


Last night the commission approved commissioner Em il Scholari’s 
motion calling for a water department operations report for the 1970- 
71 fiscal year and for a complete list of all the functions of the 
department 
Before that motion was approved, however, it acquired an 
amendment by Ed Rodgers asking the City Council to delay acting on 
the water rate increase ordinance pending a joint session to discuss 
the issues. Rodgers also asked the city to mail a news letter to all 
water users setting forth all pertinent information 
Before making his motion, Scolari said the commission had been 
completely ignored 
Phelps chastized the council for listening onlv to the “ citv 
administrator.” 
In other water business, the commission noted that engineering 
consultant Thomas Stetson had filed an application for water rights on 
behalf of the citv with the State Water Resources Board. Stetson 
estimated the city could use a maximum of 40.000 acre feet of water 
for a spreading basin idea advanced some months ago by Rodgers. 
In another issue related to work bv Stetson, the commission 
approved Rodgers’ motion asking the C ity Council to order a high 
priority for work necessary to gain the detailed history of water use 
from city files. 
The commission noted that a salt balance study is now under way in 
the Lompoc Plain by the United States Geodetic Survey and the State 
Water Resources Control Board Completion is expected July 1, 1973. 
Cost of the project will top $100.000

could lose $140/000 


Lompoc Hospital District could 
lose more than $140.000 if results of 
a new federal audit of Medi-Care 
and Medi-Cal transactions is upheld. 
Kenneth 
W icks, 
hospital 
administrator revealed details of 
the problem yesterday to the board 
of directors* He said the initial 
ruling of the federal field auditors 
would be appealed and a hearing 
will be held. 
The auditors claim the money was 
paid the hospital over a period of 
five years for services which are not 
now considered valid claims on the 
federal medical funds. Transactions 
by Medi-Care, Medi-Cal and Blue 
Cross are involved 
Wicks said the conflict was a 
matter of interpretation based on 
broad and sometimes ambiguous 
guidelines laid down by the federal 
government.

schedule in the field audits which 
should have been made five years 
ago. The first federal audit of such 
transactions 
since 
1967 
was 
completed last week 
The hospital district’s accounting 
procedures have been approved by 
experts. Wicks told the board and to 
brace against the possibility of an 
adverse audit, a contingency fund 
was established last month to cover 
the approximate amount of the 
federal claim. 
W'icks 
said

“Our charges to the patient may

Mexican port of Ensenada has been 
working at capacity unloading ships 
diverted from California by the 
strike The cargo has been routed 
back into the U S by truck

the border in a union effort to 
tighten the gup on shipping in the 
112-dav strike

The Teamsters Union action in 
picketing the border represented the 
first substantial support won bv the

Presid ent 
F ra n k 
Fitzsimmons in Washington before 
the strike resumed Jan 17 
Bridges, meanwhile, was in the 
Northwest discussing the strike with 
union members there 
In 
Washington 
today. 
Labor 
Secretary James D Hodgson said 
the renewed West Coast dock strike 
already had started to cripple the 
economy, but that Congress was 


showing “ little sense of urgency” in 
handling President Nixon’s special 
legislation to end the walkout 
Ironically. Hodgson at the same 
time announced that 
six major 
metropolitan 
areas 
— 
including 
three in California — had been 
removed from the list of cities with 
substantial unemployment of 6 per 
cent or more 
Removed from the list were Sac­ 
ramento. San Francisco. Oakland 
and San Jose, Calif . together with 
Boston Philadelphia and Rocktord 
111 
That reduced the number of 
areas on 
the 
substantial 
unem­ 
ployment list to 54, lowest since last 
July and 11 below a 10-year high 
reached last October 
Hodgson said 
removal ol 
the 
California areas was based not only 
on lower unemployment rates but 
anticipation that Congress would 
give the President power to end the 
dock strike so that unemployment 
would not rise again 


At a Washington news conference. 
Hodgson 
said: 
“ A 
week 
ago 
President Nixon asked Congress to 
give him a bill by the end of this 
week to terminate the costly West 
Coast dock strike But little sense ol 
urgency has been shown by the 
Congress 
There is obviously no 
intention 
to even 
approach

President 's schedule 


“ We have run out of tools to work 
with and we need action by Congress

NKW YORK - (NKAt - 
When representatives of the 
26 National Football League 
teams begin t h e i r annual 
player draft h e r e F'eb. 1. 
they will come armed with 
what a league official de­ 
scribed as “ enough logistical 
material to run a war.” 


In two days of selecting, 
the talent hunters will pick 
442 players over 17 rounds 
Some will be all-Americans, 
s o me all-conference and 
some unheralded. All have 
been exhaustively observed, 
.studied, analyzed and rated 
By early July many will he 
deep in one of the most diffi­ 
cult job-hunting assignments 
in American business. Those 
who make the pros—one ol 
every 10,000 college players 
—will e a r n salaries from 
$20,000 to $125,000, plus bon­ 
uses and generous fringe 
benefits. 
Draft figures over the past 
several seasons show that 
each team, on average, will 
welcome five rookies next 
fall. 
These prize athletes will 
represent an investment of 
at least $15,000 for member 
teams, depending on how 
much each club spends on 
scouting. T e a m costs are 
often closely guarded figures 
but it is estimated that the 
bulk of NF'L teams now' aver­ 
age about $200,000 annually 
for scouting, with Dallas and 
Los Angeles perhaps going 
up to $500,000. 
This m e a n s that NFL 
teams spend well over $3 


million annually to recruit 
talent—and costs arc rising. 
In contrast, head hunters 
for major business firms fig­ 
ure it costs anywhere from 
$6..500 to SlO.tXK) — exclusive 
of salary — for a firm to line 
up a $25,0(K) executive for a 
company. 
Modern football’s highly 
ski lled, computer-oriented 
personnel search is a far cry 
from the game's first draft 
in 1936 
The visionary Bert Bell, 
one-time Kagles’ owner and 
l a t e r NF’L commissioner 
sold fellow owners on the 
value of the draft to equalize 
talent He suggested teams 
do their picking in reverse 
order to their finish e a c h 
season This way, he said, 
the weaker teams could be 
improved, the league bal­ 
anced and the sport helped. 
League owners voted May 
19. 1935 to put the draft in 
motion and held their first 
selections F'eb. 8, 1936. Bell’s 
Philadelphia Kagles coinci­ 
dentally managed to get first 
pick and selected Jay Ber- 
wanger, a back from the 
University of Chicago. Ber- 
wanger didn’t want to play 
pro ball but the-then Boston 
R e d s k i n s selected Riley 
Smith of Alabama as the sec­ 
ond pick and he spent five 
seasons with the club. 
In the draft’s first years, 
owners, coaches and general 
managers came to sessions 
woefully 
equipped 
w h e n 
compared to today’s vast in­ 
telligence system. They were 
aware of the top prospects 
but after the first half-dozen

Doctor's 
Mailbag 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 
surely appreciate an answer 
to this question. When I sleep 
and have my arms in an­ 
other position except straight 
down by my sides, my hands 
go to sleep. First it was only 
one hand and now both are 
involved. Just as soon as I 
put them straight after I 
awake, they are fine. As far 
as I know my heart is O.K. 
Dear Reader — The most 
common cause of this prob­ 
lem is mechanical blocking 
of the arteries that provide 
the flow of blood to the arms. 
A muscle in the neck can be 
drawn taut across the artery 
when the arms are above the 
head in particular and cause 
this problem. Some people 
have an extra rib (in the low­ 
er neck called a cervical rib) 
that causes pressure on the 
artery when the arms are in 
such a position that the rib 
impinges on the artery. 
In previous days when the 
head of the bed was made 
of metal rods, like the old- 
fashioned brass bed, some 
people would hold on to the 
rods in their sleep and some 
of them would compress the 
artery to their arms and 
hands this way. In a few 
c a s e s the muscles of the 
thumb area would waste 
away from the habit. 
Another cause of numb­ 
ness 
is 
pressure 
on 
the 
nerves to the arms. This 
may occur if a person has 
arthritic c h a n g e s in the 
spine of such a nature that 
in some positions too much 
pressure is placed on the 
nerves that come out of the 
spine and go to the hand. 
Of course, if someone else 
sleeps on your arm that can 
cause the problem, too. 
Soldiers sometimes have a 
similar problem if they carry 
a heavy pack. The pack pulls 
the collarbone back and it 
and the muscles in the shoul­ 
der can compress the artery 
and cause problems with cir­ 
culation to the hands. 
No doubt your problem is 
mechanical. I doubt it is ser­ 
ious though. You have al­ 
ready found the best treat­ 
ment, keeping your hands 
down while you sleep.

Reverse urge 


Wanna buy a business? 
Now is a good time as more and more 
conglomerates prune the corporate tree of 
some of its weaker branches. In place of 
the “ urge to merge“ that reigned during 
the 1960s. the motto today seems to be, 
“ It s best to divest. 
During the first halt of 1971, reports the 
American Appraisal Company, only about 
2,200 merger announcements were made, 
down some 19 per cent from the same 
period in 1970 And in that year, there were 
some 1.400 transactions involving the sale 
ot a subsidiary, division or part of a 
division, up about 75 per cent from the 800 
sales which took place during the peak 
merger year of 1969 
What is happening is a definite trend of 
companies disposing ot product lines, 
divisions, subsidiaries and the idle plant 
facilities. The 1960s was the decade for

acquisitions; the 1970s will be the decade 
for divestiture Says one business leader: 
“ By 1975. any corporate president who 
has not sold off a division will be as much 
behind the times as if he had not bought a 
company or two by 1965.” . 
Pressure on profits is probably the 
biggest 
single 
reason 
why corporate 
managements are taking a close look at 
marginal 
operations. 
Many 
past 
acquisitions were made with scant regard 
for immediate operating profits. Some 
conglomerates just plain overextended 
themselves. 
Not all companies are rushing to divest, 
of course. Indeed, it s a buyer’s market for 
those wishing to expand. 
But there is going to have to be “ a 
drastic change in our economy,” says 
American Appraisal, before we see the 
1960s picture begin to repeat itself.

Why then it they are frowned upon 
are the elderly encouraged to be 
younger? 


The answer appears to be in the 
popular image of growing old The 
image is that you become senile, ill, 
forgetful, useless and a burden on 
your children Nearly all old people 
believe this to be a proper image of 
the elderly. Nearly all. not all 
Unfortunately, 
when this 
image 
helps them get care and attention, 
the image certainly becomes a sell 
fulfilling prophecy 


Studies have shown, however, that 
satisfaction in life does not depend 
upon age What slows people down is 
not so much their age as their 
attitude toward their age 
Amen

Social Science Quarterly, a few 
years back, described “ political 
truth’ as a conclusion “ based on 
political acceptability rather than 
objectivity ” 
In 
other 
words, 
coming to a conclusion that had 
already 
been 
circulated 
and 
adopted 
The Social Science Quarterly cited 
the McCone Commission's report 
that “ riff raff’’ burned Watts, as an 
example 
of 
“ political 
truth,” 
because officials had already been 
saying that "riff raff” had burned 
Watts. 
The Quarterly mentioned that the 
Kerner Commission report blaming 


white racism for black ghetto riots 
failed to contain “ political truth' 
since President Johnson did not 
even acknowledge the Kerner report 
existed 
Sawislak 
writes 
that 
another 
classic example of “ political truth' 
finding 
has emerged 
from the 
National 
Academy 
of 
Sciences 
which recently released a report on 
social mixing in housing 
The finding was: 
“ Interracial living is feasible ” 
“ Evidence 
to 
confirm 
this 
proposition 
is 
both 
varied 
and 
compelling. On the other hand, the 
feasibility of residential mixing of 
people of different economic levels 
is uncertain Our present knowledge 
in 
this 
area 
is 
lim ited. 
Consequently, simultaneous efforts 
to achieve racial and economy 
mixing 
may 
work 
at 
cross 
purposes ’’
